Registered in sixteen of the Principal Towns 


Week ending Saturday, 8th July 1939 











Tn the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the 
date of the 1931 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered 
during the week ending 8th July 1939 the births of 928 living children and of 45 
still-born children, 718 marriages and 540 deaths. In the case of births and deaths 
the numbers are corrected for residential transfers. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate (living children only) is 18-7 per thousand, the marriage-rate 14-5 and the 
death-rate 10-9. The number of still-births corresponds to a rate of 46 per thousand 
total births registered (including still-born). 

The birth-rate of the week is 0-1 more than in the previous week but 0:4 below 
the five years’ average. The marriage-rate is 1-8 more than in the previous week 
but 0-2 below the average. The death-rate is 1-1 more than in the previous week 
but 0-9 below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns varied from 16-0 in Greenock 
and 14-5 in Hamilton, to 4-3 in Perth and 3-9 in Kilmarnock. Relatively high 

death-rates occurred in Ayr (18-9), in Dunfermline (12-6) and in Edinburgh (12-0). 
Tn Glasgow the rate was 11-1. 
Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 to 21 
f the Table, numbered 10 and are 5 fewer than in the previous week. These deaths 
equal an annual death-rate from these causes of 0-2 per thousand. They include 
none from typhoid fever, none from measles, none from scarlet fever, 2 from 
whooping-cough, 6 from diphtheria, | from influenza, none from cerebro-spinal 
fever and 1 from other epidemic diseases (dysentery). Compared with the number 
in the previous week deaths from whooping-cough are 1 fewer, from diphtheria 2 
more, from influenza 2 fewer and from other epidemic diseases 2 fewer. In the 
previous week 2 deaths were registered from scarlet fever. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases numbered 45 and equalled an annual death- 
rate from these causes of 0-9 per thousand. This death-rate is 0-1 more than in the 
previous week but is 0-2 below the average. 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 65 and those of persons 
aged sixty-five years and over numbered 206. The former are 11 more than in the 
previous week and the latter are 2 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 24 and are 7 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

The mean temperature for the Towns from which returns were received was 
57-4°, being 1-6° above that for the previous week, but 0-2° below the average for 
the corresponding week in the period 1901-1930. The mean rainfall was 1-40 inch. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are, except where otherwise stated, the 
mean of the same rates in the corresponding week of the five preceding years. :
